birth for a short stay to carefully 
no to tho explanation. 
Under the 


Bancroft treaty a n'live of Germany 
naturalized in the United States may 
lettirn to Germany and reside there 
for two years, receiving from this 
Government the Same protection tha 
is awarded a native born American 
citizen. 
If he shall remain more 


than two years, then, under a pro 
vision of the treaty, he may be o <n 
Bi'le-t>d by (ho Ger nan Government 
as having renonnoed his American cit- 
izenshin, and be in all renpeots treat- 
ed as a subjrtct of Germany; and the 
American Government in such case 
Bays Secretary Evarts "will not re 
gard a protecting intervention as a 
matter 
of course." Whether 
he 


would be protected or not would de- 
pend on nirnnmstanops.

The 14th article 
of the Constitution provides that 
"neither the United Stutes nor any 
State shall assume or pay any debt 
or obligation incurred in aid of in- 
surrection or rebellion against the 
United States, or any claim for the 
loas or emancipation of any slave; 
but all such debts, obligations or 
claims shall be heM illegal and void " 
The proposed legislation in Georgia 
is in direct conflict with the spirit 
and letter of this provision. If th 
exemption be made, it must be done 
in lesponse to an "obligation in 
onrrediu aid of insurrection or re- 
bellion againat the United States," 
and an exemption from taxation is 
equivalent to a pension, since an 
exemption of one class of property 
from taxation necessarily places a 
heavier burden nppn all other classes 
The proposal is simply to pension 
ex Confederate soldiers who were 
uaiuied in the rebellion. It is pro 
posed to compel three who refused to 
take up arms against the Government 
to pay a perpetual yearly reward to 
destroy it. The amended Constitu- 
tion says this shall not be done; and 
the beginning of such legislation, 
were it not interdicted would know 
no end.
